The Bar Meeting. 

Louisville is honored to-day by the pres- 
ence of as able and influential a body of 
citizens as were ever gathered in the State. 
The Kentucky bar may not at this moment 
present so many distinguished names as it 
has done in former times, when every 
successful lawyer was a successful politi- 
cian, but it may be doubted whether at 
any previous date it embraced more solid 
power and learning. 

The day of legal fire-works has passed 
away. Brilliant oratory is no longer the 
element it used to be. Law has crystal- 
lized into adry, abstruse science, in the 
development of which higher gifts than 
those of speech are tasked to their utter- 
most. The great lawyer is not now the 
showy advocate, but the logician, the 
thinker, the man of business. 

Hence it is that so few ‘‘young 
men,“ that is, men under the age of thirty, 
have made any considerable headway. The 
very period of young manhood has been 
advanced so as to include all who are 
under the age of forty or forty-five. Years 
of labor, maturity in study and knowledge 
of the world are required to fit a lawyer for 
the huge realities of his profession. The 
most eminent advocate at the American 
har is an old man and a learned man, 
who was unknown outside of Pennsylva- 
nia twelve or fifteen yearsago. Ten years } 
back, Henry STansvury, who is certainly 
recognized as a model lawyer all over the 
country, was scarcely heard of except in 
Ohio. 

Law and politics, too, have gseowndess 
and less intimate. Formerly they were as 
man and wife. They now pursue differ- 
ent paths, are separate and independent, 
recognized by the public as distinct pro- 
fessions. For more than a hundred years 
there has been a tradition in the House of 
Commons that it is impossible to make a 
legislator out of a lawyer. We all remem- 
ber Burx’s rebuke of Erskine. In our 


Mr. Scnunz and Mr. TnwuncI L and Mr. 
SUMNER may put this in their pipe of 
peace and smoke it. ey want to beat 
GRANT, per se. We care little or nothing | 


about Grant—per se; but we consider 


him an able and dangerous man, in pos- 
session of the Government, and so, for 
this reason, we want to beat him too. We 
want, if possible, to save our free Repub- 
lie; to save popular liberty; to save the 
equal union of the States. But if this lat- 
ter object is to be defeated we had just as 
lief go to the devil in Grant’s hand-basket 
as in TRUMBULL's httle two-horse go-cart. 
To this extent we are an Impracticable. 
With us it isa matter of both sentiment 
and fixed idea. 

What we want, above everything else, is 
obliteration of the wretched war cant 
which is creeping into our literature and 
our politics, and corrupting not only the 
channels of our national life but our social 
existence as a people. There must be ob- 
livion as well as amnesty to 
make a sure and lasting peace. The 
partisan devices of one section 
against the other must become 
unpopular. They must disappear; and 
they can never do so as long as leading 
men in the North lack the courage to put 
them under foot just as we have put under 
our feet the equally silly cant about the 
Yankees and the Abolitionists, which has 
disfigured the partisan vernacular of the 
South. It can not be unsafe to appeal to 
the better impulses of all the people. It 
can not be unsafe to fling out the flag of 
universal brotherhood founded in a far- 
seeing, soul-stirring American sentiment. 
It can not be unsafe to spit upon and de- 
spise such epithets as rebel“ and traitor“ 
when applied by one set of citizens to an- 
other set of equal moral, social and politi- 
cal virtues and enlightenment. But, 
whether it is or not, the conservative Re- 
publicans can not expect us to trust them 
short ot just so much, no more and no 
less,

this and does it on principle. It does it 
bravely and sincerely. Hence the South, 
which in 1860 separated from it, has re- 
turned to it and clings to it.

man. Usefulness and success require | 
the abandonment of the one or other call- 
ing. Undoubtedly a certain knowledge of 
law, and close application to the princi- 
ples which underlie the law, are essential 
to the education of the aspiring public 
man. But this is all. Governmental af- 
fairs have become so complicated that they 
demand an undivided attention, and the 
old practice of going to Congress in the 
winter and following the circuit in the va- , 
cation will not answer the wants of the | 
people or serve the ambition of the politi- 
cian. 

Thus, of the lawyers about to assemble 
in Louisville, there is a less proportion of 
politicians than might have been found in 
n similar gathering ten or a dozen years 
ago. The purpose of the meeting is 
strictly legal. The need ef certain law 
reforms has been felt throughout Kea- 
tucky ever since the resumption of civil 
business, and the couvention,will address 
itselt to these strictly, and with a full 
mind. That it will produce good fruit, 
we have nodoubt. That its discussions will 
be enlightened, is equally sure. We have 
made arrangements, therefore, to report its 
proceédings verdatin, having secured a 
skillful and adequate corps of short-hand 
reporters. Socially, the occasion is an 
event. Our citizens feel themselves high- 
ly honored by the presence of so much 
intellect and personal worth, and extead 
the convention, as a body, and its several 
members, a hearty welcome. We only 
wish they came oftener and remained 
longer with us.

The proceedings of Congress confirm 
the admonitions of patience which th:

A Constitutional Convention.

That some such change, for the relief 
of the Court of Appeals of the iminense 
labor now devolved upon it, is needful, no 
And that other changes, 
local as well as general, tending to facilitate

The question is, how arethese remedies 
best to be attained? That is to say—in 
what mode ean we accomplish this end,

And, in our government, both Federal and 
State, which is constantly changing its 
truth is rendered, if possible, 
more apparent. For it is difficult, as all 


, know, even for lawyers to keep up with 
| the constant and important changes made 


in the general laws of the State at every 
session of the Legislature. 

To-day the law is thus—to-morrow 
different. No general statute is 
touched or allowed to remain as it 
enacted for a period of 
years, The truth of this statement law- 
yers will readily admit, and the incon- 
veniences off these frequent changes are 
apparent to fll. 

It seems to us, therefore, that if such 
important changes are demanded as have 
been suggested in the various primary 
meetings of the profession throughout the 
State—and that some are needful all ad- 
mit—the only way to secure permanency 
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to color.” 

Which is to be obeyed? 

Every Judge of this State is required to 
take the same oath. The State constitu- 
tion forbids emancipation in the State, and 
makes it a ‘felony for a free negro who has 


once left the State to return. A case comes 


before such Judge in which a free negro 
is indicted under the law made in pursu- 
ance of this provision of the State consti- 
tution. The Federal Constitution forbids 
the enforcement of such a law, and yet 
the Judge has sworn to be faithful to Ken- 
tucky and to its constitution. Which in- 
strument is he to obey? 

Other inconsistencies might be named, 
but for want of space we shall content our- 
selves with the celebrated Dixon clause in 
the bill of rights, which is in these words: 
h rg ene BB. oy — 
the right of the owner of a slave to such slave 
and its increase is the 20 same, ‘and as inviolable as 


the of the owner of any property what- 
ever.“ 


Here is a principle distinctly enunci- 
ated in our present constitution, as dis- 
tinctly so as the right to habeas corpus, 
freedom of conscience, or freedom of the 
press. How does such a principle sound 
in the ears of intelligent people, in view of 
the changes of thelast six years? Why, 
simply absurd. And if you were to ask 
any State officer, from the Governor down 
to aconstable, when he takes the oath of 
office—and they all take the same—if he 
intended to swear to maintain this decla- 
ration, so placed among our most sacred 
rights, he would laugh at you. 

There are other provisions in the State 
constitution which, in view of the changes 
that have occurred, are equally absurd, 
and should be obliterated from the funda- 
mental law of the State. To allow them 
to remain will be to render us ridiculous in 
the estimate of intelligent men. And we 
can only get clear of them by a conven- 
tion. 

A convention will enable us to secure 
the reforms which the legal profession now 
seeks, and will make them permanent and 
beyond the caprice of annual Legislatures; 
and it will also result in many other re- 
forms now so much demanded throughout 
the State. We, therefore, again suggest 
the propriety of a resolution calling upon 
the Legislature to take steps toward the 
assembling of a convention. 


The Office of City Engineer. 

There is a common and increasing inter- 
est as to the action of the City Council in 
the selection of a City Engineer to suc- 
ceed the highly competent and worthy in- 
cumbent, General Sr. JohN. Ordinarily 
persons who fill such important positions 
do not seek them by becoming candidates 
and canvassing among those who cast the 
vote. They are, for the most part, men 
who have devoted much time and thought, 
not only in procuring educations pertain- 
ing exclusively to that branch of science, 
but many hours of their more matured 
manhood to the application of the knowl- 
edge thus attained. Engineering is emi- 
nently a science, and needs to be under 
stood and worked as such. Nor is it either 
wrong or unfortunate that it is so. The 
great works of the world—the railroads, 
the ships and boats, the mines and facto- 
ries, the bridges and all highways, the 
metes and bounds and levels and eleva- 
tions of towns and cities, as well as the 
drainage, and the very health of such 
towns and cities, all look to the Engineer, 
and emanate from him. Imperfect know 
edge, quackery, in this business will not 
pay. And in this light we regard it asa 
matter of the gravest importance. Our 
Council should not, and from the Knowl- 
edge we have of the men composing the 
City Council we feel assured will not, act 
hastily in this matter. There need be no 
hurry. Nothing can be lost by delay, if 
such delay be necessary to procure the 
proper person. 

Great cities should be managed, we 
think, in this regard, with the same care, 
the same caution, the same circumspec- 
tion, that an individual would manage 
such business for himself, or the directors 
of a bank or railroad would manage for 
their stockholders. Each member of the 
Council is a stockholder in this city, as 
well as each man, woman and child; each 
and all have a personal interest. For not 
only the business and outer beauty of the 
city, but the comfort and health of all, are 
involved in this question. 

There is another point to be considered. 
When Gen. Gustavus W. SMITH was 80. 
licited to accept the positios several years 
since, he refused to do so for a less com- 
pensation than $10,000 a year. The rea- 
son assigned by Gen. Sur for rating his 
services at such very high figures was that 
he had been employed in New York city 
by the street commissioners, and his expe- 
rience there had satisfied him that it was 
worth to Louisville or any other city of 
the same size more than four times that 
sum per annum to have an honest and in- 
corruptible man as City Engineer. 

Gen. SMITH’s argument was not under- 
stood or appreciated at that time, but since 
the exposure of the frauds and rascalities 
of SWEENEY, TWEED & Co., to which and 
other swindling jobs he doubtless had ref. 
erence, the whole idea 1s as clear as sun- 
shine. 

We can now see how a set of men 
like TWEED and his associates could easily 
afford to pay fifty thousand dollars a year 
to obtain control over our City Engineer, 
and yet make money by having a corrupt 
tool in their service. 

Take it all in all, we have come to the 
conclusion that Gen. Suirn was right as 
to the value of an honest man to fill the 
oftice of City Engineer.
